James W . Ming, of Marsh all, 
Mo., wh o escap ed from th e Nevada 
insane asy lum on Monday , 
th e 
2i8 t, 
and calne to Sedalia th at 
nigh t to visit relatives, committed 
suicide at an early h our Tuesday 
in 
room 
No. 
29 , second 
floor 
of Hotel Sich er, by sh ooting h im­ 
self in th e center of th e foreh ead 
with a 48 -caliber, double-action re­ 
volver h e is believed to h ave h ad 
on h is p erson wh en h e came to ♦^he 
city . 
Th e deceased was found dead in 
bed at 8 :15 o’clock by Leonard 
Williams, 
colored 
p orter, 
wh o 
h ad gained entrance to th e room 
from a window on th e north to 
ascertain w h y th e occup ant h ad 
not resp onded to rap s on h is door 
at 7 :30 a, m. and again at 8 :10 
a. m., wh ich fact caused th e h otel 
management to surmise th at some­ 
th ing was wrong. 
Williams at once unlocked th e 
door of th e room and p assed out 
into th e h all, informing Landlord 
Conrad with out delay of h is dis­ 
covery . 
Coroner

Cowan was 
notified, and, in comp any with 
following jury , 
viewed th e 
re­ 
m ains:

A n examination 
of th e body , 
wh ich was cold, revealed a large 
h ole in th e foreh ead, and th e bed- 
cloth ing was th orough ly saturated 
with blood, sh owing th at 
aeath 
h ad ensued at least th ree or four 
h ours p reviously . 
Th e corp se was removed to Mc­ 
Laugh lin’s, 
and an inquest was 
h eld at Hotel Sich er, wh en a ver­ 
dict in accordance with th e above 
facts was returned. 
Tuesday afternoon th e body was 
taken to Marsh all, wh ere th e in­ 
terment took p lace Wednesday . 


James W . Ming was a widower, 
aged 
58 
y ears. 
He conducted 
M ing’s h otel at Marsh all for a long 
term of y ears, but of late y ears h e 
h ad become a p h y sical wreck from 
th e excessive 
use 
of 
wh isky , 
morp h ine and cocoaine. 
December 25, 18 9 8 , wh ile under 
th e influence of op iates, M ing sh ot 
and killed Emmet Craddock, col­ 
ored, emp loy ed as a p crrter at 
M ing’s h otel. Th e crime was w ith ­ 
out th e least p rovocation,and Ming 
was indicted for murd'er in th e first 
degree. 
He was tried in th e circuit court 
at Marsh all, but was acquitted, 
on 
th e 
ground 
th at 
h e 
was 
insane at th e time h e fired th e fatal 
sh ot. 
Later, h e was adjudged in­ 
sane and was ordered committed to 
th e asy lum at Nevada. 
Robert B. 
Ruff, a brigh t y oung attorney of 
Marsh all, was ap p ointed h is guard­ 
ian, 
and, in comp any with th e 
sh eriff of Saline county , took Ming 
to Nevada in March of th e p resent 
y

. ________ 


At'th e inquest Tuesday , Mr.Ruft' 
testified th at h e knew noth ing of 
M ing’s escap e from th e asy lum 
until Sunday , th e 27 th , wh en h e 
was advised by wire, coup led with 
th e statement th at th e fugitive was 
in Sedalia. 
Being engeged in a 
murder case at <h e time, h e could 
not get away until Monday wben, 
h e came to Sedalia, intending to 
take M ing back to th e asy lum on 
last evening’s train. 
M r. Ruff testified th at h e met 
M ing at Hotel Sich er and informed 
h im of h is mission. 
Th e latter of- 
ferred not th e least objection to re- 
turfiing, but, on th e contrary , said 
h e was glad to know th at it h ad 
been decided to return h im to 
Ne*^* 
vada, but h e wanted Mr. Ruff to 


p romise th at h e would secure h is 
p ermanent release from th e asy lum 
in a month , wh ich p romise was 
given. 
Ming stated th at h e desired to 
write some letters and p ay a visit 
to h is moth er, wh o is th e guest of 
h er daugh ter, Mrs. Jas. A. M ont­ 
gomery , h ere, but h e 
would be 
ready to dep art for Nevada on th e 
Katy fly er at 3 *,45 o’clock Tuesday 
morning. 
He ate sup p er at Sich er’s and 
remained in th e dining room nearly 
an h our, talking with h is attorney 
and oth ers. 
lie ap p eared to be in 
a ch eerful frame of mind, and th e 
th ough t th at h e contemp lated sui­ 
cide 
was never for an instant 
susp ected by h is guardian. 
Mr. Ruff was assigned to room 
No. 28 , adjoining th at of Ming, 
so th at h e migh t be h andy in th e 
event h e was needed. A t 3 o’clock 
th at morning Mr. Ruff testified th at 
h e was called by th e p orter and at 
once dressed h imself. 
He th en 
went to Mr. 
M ing’s room, but 
found h im quite ill and vomiting 
freely . 
A fter a brief consultation it was 
decided to p ostp one th e trip until 
9 :4 5 a. m., and Mr. Ruff sough t 
h is room for furth er slumber. Th is 
is th e last time th at M ing was 
seen alive, and th e sup p osition is 
th at h e sh ot h imself soon after th e 
attorney took h is dep arture, al­ 
th ough 
no one h eard 
th e 
re­ 
p ort 
of 
a 
p istol 
sh ot. 
Th e 
ball p assed clear th rough M ing’s 
h ead and lodged in th e mattress of 
th e bed, it is sup p osed, alth ough it 
h as not y e t‘been found. 
Mr. Ruff furth er testified th at 
h e h ad not seen a revolver in 
M ing’s room on th e occasion of 
eith er of h is visits th ere, and h e 
feels confident it was concealed in 
th e bed. 
Th ere was some imp rove­ 
ment in M ing’s condition since 
h e 
was 
committed 
to 
th e 
asy lum and inj 
h is conversation 
h e 
ap p eared 
to 
be 
p er­ 
fectly 
rational. 
'^esp ondency , 
caused by th e th ough t of returning 
to th e asy lum, no doubt resulted in 
h is taking h is life. 
Dr. J. W. McClure testified th at 
th ree or four day s ago Ming asked 
to borrow a revolver of h im, but 
h e did not own one and h ence 
could not accommodate h im. 
At 
th at time M ing said h e was going 
to drive to Marsh all, and th ough t 
ic would be a good idea to h ave a 
weap on with h im. 
J. D. Sich er testified to h aving 
seen a revolver in M ing’s p ocket 
soon after h is arrival from Nevada, 
and h is testimony was corroborated 
by Miss Maggie Hay es, a dining 
room girl at th e h otel. 
Ex-Ch ief of Police Prentice tes­ 
tified th at eith er on Wednesday or 
Th ursday last Ming asked h im for 
th e loan of a revolver, and rep eated 
th e request on Saturday , but to no 
p urp ose. 
Oth er witnesses were Ch arles S. 
Conrad and Joh n McGrath , of 
Sich er’s h otel, but th eir testimony 
was not imp ortant. 
After h earing all of th e above 
evidence, th e jury brough t in th e 
verdict stated. 
T. West Goodwin informed th e 
D e m o c rat 
Tuesday afternoon th at 
Ming said to h im, last Saturday , 
th at h e would kill h imself if th e 
asy lum auth orities came after h im, 
and to th e fact th at h e was to be 
returned th ere is wh olly attributa­ 
ble th e act of today .

“ Instead of investiga­ 
tion, we find emp ericism; instead 
of facts, we h ave th eo ries; instead 
of correct conclusions, 
d o g ma tic 
ru ies\ instead of ascertaining 
ca u ses 
we h ave useless talk.” 
A nd Dr. 
Rich ter,in h is work on“ Medicine,’* 
said : 
“ No science is so full of er­ 
roneous conclusions, mistakes, lies, 
dreams, as th e so-called science of 
medicine.” 
Many wh o would get 
well if left alone are killed by th e 
art of doctors.
